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Description of Varieties 


MATTHEWS. (Extra Early). Ihave not fruited this new 
variety and will give the originator’s description. “I surely 
think it will prove to be what growers have been looking for, that 
is, a fancy, extra early berry. Remember this is no second early 
but ripens with the very earliest and no scrapping here and there 
to fill a quart as large quantities of fruit ripen at once, in other 
words, when it begins to ripen pickers must get busy. I have no 
hesitancy in saying and feel confident that of the many who have 
seen it fruiting there is not one but what will agree with me in 
stating that is it truly a fancy berry. This berry has a perfect 
blossom plentifully suprlied with pollen. It is of large size, beau- 
tiful deep red color with a large, green cap. Immensely product- 
ive. The plants are large with plenty of dark green foliage. It 
is a very early bloomer but the bloom must be very hardy as the 
frost does not seem to damage it to any great extent. I have 
never had a short crop and berries have always brought the top 
price in home and city markets. The first picking, May 10th, 
1915, of ten 32-quart crates wholesaled in the small town of Poco- 
moke for $5.05 per crate. Eleven cents per quart was the low- 
est price I received for it in the city markets last season. Note 
the clipping from one of our local papers. ‘The first shipment of 
strawberries from Somerset County, Md., was from Marion Sta- 
tion Monday, two crates of Matthews Early grown by Wm. J. 
Coulbourn sold at station for $5.00 a crate. There are hundreds 
of acres beginning to ripen their first crop of this early bearing 
variety. A large crop is expected.’ ” 


KLONDYKE. (Early). It is a standard variety and a 
good plant mker which are strong and vigorous and bear a good 
crop of berries of a bright red color, large size and fine flavor, 
very firm.

This is considered the 
best kind as it seems to succeed well in most all sections of the 
country. <A good grower of plants. The berries are medium 
size and of excellent flavor. They should be planted in the early 
Spring, the same as you would any other standard variety. The 
blossoms should be kept off until about the middle of July and 
from the first of August until freezing weather. Progressive 
will bear abundantly. 


“ SUPERB. (Everbearing). It is considered in some sec- 
tions, especially in the North, to be better than the Progressive 
but it is not recommended for the South. The Progressive does 
better here in this section of the country. The Superb does not 
make as many plants as Progressive. It is considered one of 
the best Spring bearing varieties, bearing large crops of berries 
somewhat like the Chesapeake. Next to Progressive it is con- 
sidered the most valuable of the everbearing varieties.

Prices for Strawberries 


We have reported in Green’s Fruit Grower extraordinary yields of straw- 
berries. In one instance we with some hesitation announced an instance where 
$500 had been received as net profit for one acre of strawberries, cautioning 
our readers not to anticipate such remarkable yields for if they did they would 
be likely to be disappointed. 

Now we have a report, published in The Country Gentleman, where a 
strawberry grower received 16 cents per quart for the fancy strawberries and 
12 cents per quart for the seconds or culls. It is stated that the man who 
bought these berries resold them from his grocery at 20 cents for the selected 
berries and 16 cents per quart for the seeond class. The net profit on one- 
tenth of an acre of this man’s strawberries was $87.50, which would amount to 
$875 per acre if the yield per acre was equal to that of one tenth of an acre. 
It is not safe to assume tha’ the same result could be secured from an acre or 
from ten acres that could be secured from one tenth of an acre, for the smaller 
piece of ground could be abnormally fertilized with barn-yard manure or with 
chemicals and could receive the highest cultivation under the most elaborate 
system of allowing every inch of the ground to be covered with plants 6 to 8 
inches apart, all securely covered during the winter months. 

Nevertheless I am a great friend of the strawberry, which came to my 
assistance and filled my pockets with jingling silver ata time of life when 
assistance was greatly needed. I1ncuw of no other method by which a poor 
man can secure cash as readily as through a small plantation of strawberries 
in his garden.

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Strawberry Is a Favorite 


The strawberry leads the lists of small fruits in popularity because of its 
wide range of adaptation to soil and climatic condition, says the vegetable gar- 
den expert. The large number of varieties gives a long season of the most 
delicious fruit. Its ease of culture and its early season of bearing make it a 
desirable home and marketcrop. The strawberry is most productive ina 
sandy loam soil, but if this type of soil is not available it may be grown with 
good results in many of the heavier soils. Freshly broken land is usually ideal 
for a strawberry bed provided it has first been planted to some cultivated crop, 
such as potatoes. Sod land is likely to be infested with white grubs which are 
dangerous to a tender plant.
